OoiiUMBDs, Ohio, Jan. 29.—The fuU 
senate met at 10 a. m. and without the 
transaction of any business adjourned 
until to-morrow morning, by a previous 
agreement of the two factions. The 
proposition of the conference committee 
which has in charge the arrangement of 
the compromise measures, was submitted 
to the democrntic caucus this morning 
and ratified. It has also been agreed to 
by the republican caucus. 
The proposi- 
tion is that a special committee of six 
members, three republicans and three 
democrats, shall make an investigation 
of the Hamilton county test cases and 
report specific findings to the senate. 


The conference committee resumed 
business at 10:30 and expect to have 
something further to report to the re- 
spective caucuses this evening. 
The 
fight in the committee now will be on 
one of the main issues, which is the 
rules which shall prevail in the contest 
oases, and whether in disposing ©f the re- 
port to be made by the investigating 
committee, the three of Hamilton county 
members shall have the privilege of vot- 
ing on the fourth. The differences are 
so great between the sides on this point 
that it may result in killing all the com- 
promise measures which have been pro- 
posed.

If satisfactorily concluded, the negotia- 
tions mean that the Locomotive Fire- 
men's association, and other branches, 
will merge into the order of the Knights 
of Labor. 


While the newspapers are filled with 
details of sickening mine disasters in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, it is a sin- 
gular fact that no great calamity has 
ever befallen Indiana coal 
fields. 
Only 
now and then a miner is crushed under 
falling slate or killed b y a premature 
blast. 
In Indiana the state mine in- 
spector reported last year but eight acci- 
dental deaths. 


The statistics gathered by the Indiana 
state board of health show that, during 
the last fiscal year, there were 16,627 
deaths in Indiana, resulting from differ- 
ent diseases as follows: Zymotic, 4,375; 
eonstitutional, 2,975; local, 5,964; devel- 
opmental, 1,179; accidental, negligence 
and violence, 776; unknown causes, 336; 
still-births, 1,017. 
Of the Still-births, 
601 were males and 423 females. A Tery 
remarkable feature of these statistics is, 
that of the 1,017 still-births, 916 were of 
American parentage and only 64 foreign.

One of the 
points raised is the same as was at issue 
in the Mackin case in Chicago, which 
Judge Gresham sustained, that is that 
an affidavit of information in a felony 
case, is not a "due process of law" in the 
meaning oC the constitution. In state 
cases, however, it is claimed, the rule is 
different, for the supreme court of the 
United States has decided that it is such 
a process in a case appealed from Califor- 
nia The point has never before been 
raised in Indiana.

It is the duty of assess- 
ors in office April 1 to commence this 
assessment and continue it until their 
successors are elected, and then the 
work is turned over to them. 
Tiiis 
assessment is of the utmost importance, 
and should not fail by reason of failure 
to provide for successors to assessors 
now in office. The term of office is four 
years from the April election, 1886, and 
each succeeding four years thereafter. 
The terms of those in office expire with 
the April election, and the new assess- 
ors properly qualified.

shall become due, and be returned delinquent, 
and collected as provided by law, and there 
shall be a penalty added of 10 per cent, upon 
the amount of any installment not paid when 
due, which the person or property assessed 
shall pay, tog-ether with cost of colléctlon; and 
If suen taxes remain delinquent at tho suc-

NKW YORK, Jan. 27.—^Our Canadian neigh- 
bors have long held a monopoly of the sport 
of tobogganing. 
We were compelled to be 
satisfied with the glowing accounts which 
reached us of the exhilarating effects of a 
drop of a few thousand feet down one of 
their celebrated slides. 
Last season a slide 
was in use at Saratoga Spring'^, and one in 
Vermont. 
This winter the}' have been an- 
nounced as being in full swing at various 
points, the most notable one being at Oi anga, 
N. J . 


The group of Oranges, or the five villages 
bearing that name, are located on an undu- 
lating plateau, about eighteen miles west of 
New York. 
The inhabitants are chiefly New 
York business men, who make it their first 
duty to look after their own health and that 
of their families, for which 
reason they 
choose to live in this suburban place the 
year round, rather than risk the effect on 
health of the confinement of city life. For 
this reasoQ outdoor sports are cultivated ex- 
tensively in Orange. 
Then, 
beside, the 
original settlers of the place were a New 
England colony, so it is uot to be wondered 
at that they would take kindly to any sport 
that had the prestige of being popular imder 
the British 
flag. 
For in Orange English 
manners and customs are held to a more 
reverential observance than in any other 
town in this country.

THE SLIDE AND SURBOCTJIDIPIGS. 


The expense of constructing and main- 
taining the slide is tremendous. 
A slide 
1,004 feet in • length, 
floored 
with spruce 
boards laid len<?thwise, was built from a 
hillside to the valley below. 
A cozy little 
cottage has been fitted up as the "Essex 
County Toboggan Club house." 
The track 
is an undulating one. hut with a descent suf- 
ficiently rapid to enable a toboggan, under 
favorable conilitions, to go over the entire 
course in fifteen seconds. 
A rate of twenty- 
fivo miles an hour is considered mere sloth's 
proi^ress. 
The track averages four feet in 
width, and is guarded by eighteen-iuch side 
guidos flanging outward. 
At the top is a 
platform, from which tho toboggans, carrv^- 
ing from two to half a dozen persons eacii, 
are started. 
The steerer sits in the rear' 
using one or both feet as a rudder. 


I had thought that only one thing neces- 
sary to perfect the 
sport would be an 
einlless cable, work- 
ed by steam power, 
that 
would 
haul 
..^..I'oars and 
their toboggans to 
the summit. I soon 
found, though, that 
the principal en- 
joyment is said to 
be in the jotu'ney 
up the hill again, 
and tha' the yoimg 
lolks would rebel if 
.'inythiug was done 
to curtail it. In 
fact, many of them 
would not mind if 
tho walk were just 
a little longer. Of 
course, it made con- 
siderable difference 
whom 1 talked to 
nn the subiect. 
There was one young lady 
who said the walk back was very tedious, 
but she did not apiJear to have the monopoly 
of any special escort. 


The costume adopted by the club adds 
greatly to the I'ic- 
turesqueness of the 
gay 
groups who 
congregate 
daily 
at the slide. The 
ladies wear 
blan- 
ket 
costumes, in 
gay 
colors, 
with 
fur 
c a p s a n d 
"clouds' 
on the 
head, and mocca- 
sins on the feet. 
T h e 
gentlemen 
wear the club col- 
ors. red 'and blue, 
made up jauntily 
in warm 
woolen 
stuff, and crowned 
with the custom- 
ary toque or hood 
cap. 
Then 
there 
a r e 
numerous 
guards, 
hired to 
keep everything in 
order. 
They were dressed in scarlet 
flannel, 
and lent much to the gorgeousne-^s of the 
scene. 
The president of the club wore the 
most elauorate costume, made up of violet 
blue and stunning red. 


Along the sides of tho course were stakes 
at regular intervals, carrying brilliant flags. 
A t night torches flamed at the top of the 
stakes, and these, with immense bonfires, 
lent a grandeur to the scene that is never to 
be forgotten. 


A TOBOGGAN AND SECTION. 


The engraving shows how little there is to 
a toboggan after alL 
These toboggans look 
as much as possible like long, broad strips of 
pasteboard, with one end rolled upward, and 
with little railings running along the side. 
Instead of being pasteboard they are made 
of thin stripe of hard wood, lashed together 
with throngs instead of nails or screws, and 
rubbed as smooth as glass underneath. The 
Canadians have been using them ever since 
they were taught their use by the Indians, 
but it remained for us Yankees to immedi- 
ately improve on th© ones handed down by

ingenuiey has been brought to bear on the 
construction of slides. 
The one in use a t 
Albany was designed b y an architect and 
cost about $1,000. 


The cost of these costumes vary from $30, 
upward. 
To a slight figure they are a de- 
cided improvement, but to a corpulent one 
the effect is sometimes Tery ludicrous. 
They 
look OS much like Polar bears as anything;. 


AL,L READY TO START. 


The above gives an idea of a party about 
starting, but a picture of the same party a 
few seconds after they had started would 
simply be a streak of beautifully blended 
red and blue. 
The writer thought that a 
trial of a toboggan trip down to the valley 
would enable him to describe it, but he got 
down there so quick that he hadn't time to 
collect his thoughts. 
It was delicious, of 
course, to be sandwiched in between two 
such lovely girls ps those that patronize the 
Orange slide, but then that wasn't what I 
was thinking of. 
The feeling when we got 
going was that we had nothing under us to 
speak of, and the thought that entered my 
head was the disaster that would follow if 
the little there was should wear through. I 
had slid down ceilar doors in my time and 
this was the nearest I had approached it 
since, and it brought back instantly a re- 
minder of old time consequences.

The man secretly 
left the city last Sunday night and pro- 
ceeded to Missouri, where his buxom 
sweetheart lives. 
Der Weltherger 
was 
owened jointly by Buergler and K. J. 
Bauer. 
The paper had the approbation 
of the Catholic church dignitaries and 
enjoyed a very nice circulation through- 
out this diocese. 
Buergler was quite a 
forcible writer, had served on the leading 
German papers in Chicago, Cincinnati 
and New York and held the highest pos- 
sible recommendations. 


The telegraph and miscellaneons part 
of the Weltherger was printed at Chi- 
cago by Wm. Kuhlman «fe Co. 
To the 
Chicago print was added a Fort Wayne 
department, prepare! here, and this 
made the publication of local importance 
and interest in this vicinity. 
This plan 
is very similar to that now in use by the 
News 
and Journal, 
who get their tel- 
egraph plates from Chicago ready-made 
and add them to their local and editorial 
departments prepared here. 


Buergler was intrusted with money to 
pay Kuhlman & Co., for work, and his 
partner, Mr. Bauer, supposed the cash 
had reached its destiqation. 
Buergler, 
however, put the "stuff" in his pocket 
aBd gave the Chicago house $75 and 
$57.10 notes for the amounts due and 
forged the name of K. J. Bauer to the 
papers. 
In return he would forge 
Kuhlman's name to receipts and for 
other debts, to the amount of a few 
hundred dollars, he sent telegrams that 
the cash was on the way to Chicago. 
Simultaneous with Buergler*s disappear- 
ance the Chicago house drew on Mr. 
Bauer for various amounts through the 
Hamilton National bank and to his dis- 
may he discovered the rascality of his 
partner and trusted friend. 
Besides this 
sort of crooked work, which will foot up 
something over $600, Buergler made 
collections on the paper and put the 
proceeds in his own purse. 
He beat 
his boarding mistress, Mrs. Koch, out 
of $70 and owes Barney Kramer $26 and 
J. H. Grimme $27. 


Mr. K. J. Bauer had concldded to set- 
tle all the bills and debts of his abscond- 
ing partner and relinquish all search for 
the old man whom he pitied, 
when 
Sheriff 
McGriff, 
of 
Adams county, 
landed the crippled editor in the cotmty 
jail. 
It 
seems 
William 
Kuhl- 
man, of Chicago, followed Buergler to 
Missouri and caught him at East Louis. 
He 
brought him 
back as far as 
Peru and there Sheriiff McGriff, who was 
returning from Michigan City, put irons 
on the fugitive, who wanted to kill him- 
self. 


He confeBses everything and cried like 
a child when Mr. Bauer confronted hixu. 
He had contemplated suicide and pre- 
pared a confession to be disclosed in the 
event of his death. 
He denied having 
an uncle in Switzerland from whom 
he expected a fortune of $ 2 5 , 0 0 0 , a hoax 
on which he established much solidity. 
He says he used the Weltherger 
money 
for various purposes and at a Chicago 
gambling house he strived to retrieve the 
lost boodie. 
Instead, he dropped every- 
thing and here related the story of his 
robbery by highwaymen to cover up his 
misfortune. 


Messrs. Bauer and Kuhlman settled 
matters this 
afternoon and released 
Buergler, who goes to Chicago to work 
for the latter. 
He will not be prose- 
cuted and when all was squared the old 
man drew from his pocket a revolver 
with which he intended to end his life,

Tho group of Oranges, or tho five villages 


bearing that name, are located oil an undu- 
lating plateau, about eighteen miles west of 
New York. The inhabitants are chiefly New 
"York business men, who make it. their first 
duty to look after their own health aud that 
of their families, for which reason they 
choose to live in this suburban plice tho 
year round, rathor than risk tho effect on 
health of tho confinement of city life. 
For 


tins reason outdoor sports are cultivated ex- 
tensively in Orange. 
Then, -beside, the 


original settlers of the place were a New 
England colony, so it is uot to bo wondered 
at that they would take kindly to any sport 
that had tho prestige of being popular under 
the British flag.
